Ilote in the last graf's explanation of how the FBI was wrong to make it up pear 
not to have been wrong, the locution of tho incision and of the wound to which 
Dr. Perry referred is not given, but thut wliere there is location reference, it is 
to the back, not tho Iront oi the neck. Note ulso tliut Hiunes never suid tho wound 
referred to was "in tho high back." 

Tho FBI faced two major problems, aside* from being wrong: there was no excuse 
for either the initial error or its repetition, and it was determined to suppress 
anytliing indicating a second assassin. Tlie autopsy proctocol wan drafted and 
available to the FBI 11/24/63. If* refused a copy later and didn't ask for it then. 

As oi this date, 1l/l/66, I had a hotshot Baltimore Sun reporter steamed up 
and questioning Dr. Boswell. Someone liked Boswell ' s bullshit explanations so well they 
leaked them to AP before the -Sun's story was ou£ und aP(s got interimtionfdistribution. 
The result drew attention to tho FBI's reporting errors. 7
